WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(AP)—Senator George, Demo- 
crat, Georgia, tonight issued a scathing reply to Secretary 
Morgenthau’s criticism of the new tax bill and particuéarly 
its war contract renegotiation law amendments, a

George, chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee which com- 
pleted work on the $2,275,600,000 
bill today, said he had “no apol- 
ogy” for the failure to reach Mor- 
genthau’s goal of $10,500,000,000

additional revenue. 

Further, he defended the pro- 
posed freeze of social security tax 
rates at 1 per cent each on em- 
ployers and employes throughout 
1944, saying there is no justifica- 
tion for increasing the rates at 
this time. 

Morgenthau told a press confer- 
ence yesterday that the amend- 
ments to the renegotiation law 
proposed by the senate committee 
would open the door to “truly ex- 
tortionate profits” by war con- 
tractors. 


PRESS CONFERENCE 

George called a press confer- 
ence to reply. 

He declared Morgenthau’s de- 
nunciation of the renegotiation 
sections, came “with exceeding 
bad grace”; that the secretary had 
“failed to take a position on re- 
negotiation and had offered no 
suggestions or recommendations.” 

“Mr. Morgenthau not only has 
failed to take appropriate steps to 
protect the revenue,” George said, 
“but has been of no help at all to 
the finance committee concerning 
renegotiation since it was absorb- 
ed into the revenue law. 

“As a matter of fact, the rene- 
gotiation of contracts law is far 
more workable under the senate 
amendments than it has been at 
any time heretofore.” 

Morgenthau had _ been particu- 
larly critical of amendments 
which exempt from renegotiation 
all contracts for “standard com- 
mercial articles,” and the retro- 
active exemption of subcontracts 
where the goods do not enter into 
the final product. 

Said George: 

“The committee believed that 
with more than two years having 
passed since Pearl Harbor, the 
procurement officers of the Army, 
Navy and other departments 
should be able to make ordinary 
contracts for standard articles and 
certainly should be able to pro- 
tect themselves on the price.” 
SUBCONTRACT EXEMPTION 

He said the subcontract exemp- 
tion was made retroactive “large- 
ly because we could not get any 
accurate information from the 
Treasury with regard to any pos- 
sible refunds that might be made.” 

George offered this explanation 
of why the Treasury’s $10,500.- 
000,000 tax increase goal was not 
achieved: 

“The Treasury proposed to raise 
a large part of this additional rev- 


enue by relieving from all taxes) 


11,000,000 present taxpayers, and 
also to reduce the tax burden on 
a million or two more, shifting the 
load over to individual taxpayers 
with earnings of $3,500 and up. 
“The Treasury has consistently 
opposed any defensible savings 


'program and has likewise consist- 
‘ently opposed every suggestion of 
a sales tax. 


“On the contrary, the only sug- 


gestion made by the Treasury thus | 
far, aside from the one mentioned | 


above, is a spending tax that 
would be imposed on what the 
taxpayer spends, with very heavy 
excise taxes on many products, 
articles and services, and with 
high taxes on incomes. 

“A spendings tax did not com- 
mend itself to the committee and 


I dare say would commend itself | — 


to few thoughtful men and women 
in the country.” 

As “a final suggestion,” George 
said he thought it would be well 
for the Treasury and other depart- 
ments of government to await the 
final action of the committee “be- 
fore giving out information to 
their henchmen.”

LA PAZ, Bolivia, Dec. 21.— 
Characterizing its policy as 
tionalist, Lefti8t and Do United 
Nations, the day-old Bolivian gov- 
ernment maintained a _ military 
grip upon the nation tonight as it 
confidently awaited recognition by 
other American governments. 

The new regime, swept into of- 
fice in a bloody coup yesterday, is 
headed by Major Gualberto Villar- 
roel and Finance Minister Victor 
Paz Estenssoro. It already has 
made its bid for recognition in a 
formal pronouncement, and for- 
eign diplomats here said they 
would meet daily until the ques- 
tion was settled. 

The capital was comparatively 
quiet after the predawn revolt 
marked by shooting. During the 
night soldiers and police toured 
the city in trucks as a precaution- 
\ary measure. Traffic police car- 
‘ried rifles. 
| International air traffic was re- 
' sumed, 
| ‘Troops were guarding the coun- 
'try’s tin ore mines, which produce 
a large part of the tin used in mak- 
ing U. S. and British arms. The 
placing of this guard was one of 
the first acts of the new govern- 
iment, which pledged to abide by 
commitments made to the United 
Nations. 

Paz Estenssoro said the govern-

. ° George Trautman, president of the 
Testing a Mountain American Association,’ was one of 
those instructed to test the power of High Commissioner Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis at the recent convention of the minor leagues of 
baseball in New York. 

To go about testing Landis’ power, the Double-A leagues at- 
ten*pted to corner the votes of the minors; representatives sought 
such power as would leave the lower leagues, such as B, C and D, 
without a leg to stand on. 

Inasmuch as all these leagues had been forced to suspend 
for the duration, there was a question of whether or not they 
would be eligible to vote. 

William G. Bramham, commissioner of the minors, vali- 
dated proxy votes for the suspended leagues, and the effort 
of the Double-A’s to “hog” the voting power of minor league 
baseball was defeated. 

Judge Landis upheld Bramham’s judgment in recognizing proxies, 
After all, the suspended leagues pay their dues and retain ftran- 
chises. If they had no voice in matters that affect ‘their future, 
it would be somewhat un-American, to say the least. 

As I said in the beginning, George Trautman, president of the 
American Association, was one of those instructed to go along with 
the Double-A crowd. 

The other night, attending a dinner given in his honor 
by Atlanta alumni of Ohio State—George also is president 
of Ohio State alumni—Trautman told friends: 

‘Mom and I drove by that mountain near Marietta on our 
way to Atlanta. I had just as soon tangle with Kennesaw 
Mountain as with the old gray-haired judge who was named

losis, Harpers, °41) 10 to 15 per 
cent of cattle in this country are 
infected and the infected cattle 
are distributed through 45 per 
cent of the dairy herds of this 
country. Brucellosis in cattle is 
commonly known as contagious 
abortion or Bang’s disease. 

t has been commonly believed 
that the disease was: introduced 
into America in 1905 by a cargo of 
infected goats from Malta. The 
goats on the ship infected the en- 
tire crew en route. Five of the 
goats died en route, and the re- 
maining 60 were slaughtered at 


quarantine station when they ar- 
rived, 32 being found infected. It 
was not until 1906 that the Brit- 
ish Army adopted the regulation 
that all goat’s milk be boiled, and 
this was followed by a tremendous 
decrease in the prevalence of the 
disease in man. 

The organism which causes bru- 
cellosis is called brucella (a type 
of bacterium or germ), and occurs 
in three strains (B. abortus, B. 
melitensis, B. suis) producing the 
Same disease through perhaps of 
varying severity. 

Although it is probable that in- 
fection of man occurs usually 
through the use of milk or dairy 
products from infected cows or 
goats, there is no question but that 
numerous persons contract undu- 
lant fever form handling hides, 
carcases (butchers), caring for 
cattle, goats, etc. Not only milk, 
but cream, cheese, butter may car- 
ry the Brucella, 

Swine are subject to infection 
with Brucella suis, and although 
some physicians contend this fs 
less of a hazard to man other with 
the wisdom by experience believe 
man may contract undulant fever 
from taking care of pigs or hogs 
or from slaughtering and dressing. 

“The use of certified milk ex- 
clusively, unless it is pasteurized, 
is no guarantee,” asserts Dr. Har- 
ris, “against milk-borne infection, 
however, for certified milk is not 
above suspicion if raw.”

In Preparing School Lunch

get enthusiastic about a lunch that|

to write about! | 

When I kept hearing about a) 
new type of lunch that was being 
tried out in Benjamin Franklin) 
High school and that all the 2,000) 
boys enrolled there liked it, I hied| 
myself around to see Miss Grace) 
Helene Miller, supervisor of school 
lunchrooms for the entire city of 
New York. 

The lunch that is making such 
a hit is partly the result of the. 
War Food Administration appro- 
priations for schools throughout 
the country, with due credit to 
the New York city authorities and} 
to the trained dietitians in charge) 
of the lunchrooms. | 

“We try to keep the cost per) 
lunch down to 15 cents, plus two) 
cents for milk,” Miss Miller said, | 
“but the smaller schools have not) 
been able to buy in as large) 
quantities and have had to sell 
for two or three cents more.” 
Measures are being taken to in- 
stall a central purchasing system 
that will make the. 15-cent lunch 
available to all the students. 

Just to give you an idea of how} 
good the menus are, here is one, | 
picked at random: Salmon loaf,| 
three and one-half ounces; cream-,| 
ed potatoes, one-third cup; butter: 
ed pease, one-third cup; one slice| 
of whole grain or enriched bread; 
two teaspoons of butter or vita-| 
minized margarine; baked apple; | 
cup of milk. 

Stew is one of the easiest dishes 
to prepare but it doesn’t appear 
on the school menus very often be- 
cause “the boys and girls get that 
at home.” And, instead of a whole 
cupful of one kind of vegetable, 
the serving is cut down to one- 
third cupful, with two different 
kinds on the menu, and a dessert. 
And, no doubt there’s another 
secret of the popularity of the new 
lunch: Variety of food, properly 
cooked, and not too much of the 
same thing. 

Buying and menu-planning are 
up to the dietitian in charge. 


When there are plenty of greens, 
or tomatoes, or certain fruits on 
the market, those may be better 
buys than some other stipulated 
foods and well worth a change in 
the menu, Miss Miller thinks that 
as soy products are more easily 
obtained, greater use will be made 
of them in the school lunches, but 
the recipes must be tasty.

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Popular Proposal 

A resolution has been introduced in con- 
gress providing that members of the cabinet 
- and other heads of governmental agencies be 
requested to appear before congress, periodical- 
ly, to angwer questions relative to their depart- 
ments. The resolution is now before the House 
Rules Committee for hearings. 

The Gallup Poll, recognizing that, if the 
resolution is approved, it will involve one of 
the most drastic changes in American govern- 
mental methods, has just completed a test of 
opinion on the subject among the voters in ail 
sections of the country. That the plan is wide- 
ly popular with the people is evidenced by the 
fact that 72 per cent of those questioned ap- 
proved the proposal. Only 7 per cent opposed 
it, while the remaining 21 per cent answered 
that they held no opinion on the point. 

There can be little doubt but that periodic 
questioning of cabinet members at open ses- 
sions of the congress would work to keep the 
public better informed on the activities and 
views of the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment. It would also tend to closer co-operation 
between the legislative and executive branches 
and would provide a healthy check against in- 
efficiency and excessive bureaucracy. 

The only danger apparent is that some 
members of congress might desire to use their 
opportunity to question cabinet members for 
political reasons rather than as a service to 
the nation. There is, in the resolution now in- 
troduced, a degree of safeguard against this in 
that each question to be asked must first be 
submitted to the proper house committee for 


approval. , 

If the resolution is adopted, the congress 
will not lack a precedent in such questioning. 
Parliamentary question .periods such as now 
proposed in Washington have been the custom 
in Britain for a long time. It is at such periods, 
for instance, that Prime Minister Churchill, or 
other members of the government, renders ke- 
ports on administrative affairs and answers 
questions from members of commons. 

The system is a good one. It undoubtedly 

rovides a channel through which the general 
public is better informed on important actions 
and problems of the day and it keeps the ad- 
ministrative heads of government in direct re- 
sponsibility to the voters. 

Anything which results in greater public 
information on the affairs of government is 
desirable. The Kefauver resolution. should be 
approved.

It is now, and al- 
ways has been, a purely local newspaper in 
which the affairs of the county are chronicled 
as best it could be. This fact, coupled with 
several others, has caused the management to 
cecide that after December 30, 1943, the Geor- 
gia Cracker will cease publication and in its 
stead, beginning with the issue of January 6, 
1944, the first issue of the Jeff Davis Ledger 
will appear.” 

No one, reading the Cracker regularly, 
could have ever mistaken it for one of the 
biased personal sheets in which Georgia~— 
especially in election years—abounds. Never- 
theless, one can understand Editor Majors’ 
concern and decision in the matter.

Civilian Defense 

The appointment of George Broadnax Jr., 
for the past year and a half assistant director 
of civillan defense activity in the Atlanta area, 
to the newly-created post of assistant state 
director of civilian defehse, serves to call atten- 
tion to the fact that the need for this essential 
home-front activity continues. 

As Georgia OCD Director Lon Sullivan de- 
clared last week in a letter to local civilian 
defense officials throughout the state: “We 
who are still in civilian posts have a serious 
obligation to those who are on the battlefields 
to see- that no important war program falls 
here at home.” 

It is true that the danger of invasion and 
bombing now seem remote but, as Sullivan 
points out, there are more than a few con- 
tinuing programs in which the organization 


- Can render invaluable service on the home 


front. 


Change in Bolivia 

The most important feature of the success- 
ful revolution in Bolivia, in so far as this 
country’ and its allies are concerned, is the 
supply of tin which has been coming from the 
Latin American country. 

As to the world policy of the new admin- 
istration, there seems to be some doubt. The 
leader, Paz Estenssoro, is described “by his 
enemies” as bitterly anti-United States in 
views. On the other hand, news stories at- 
tribute to him a statement that Bolivia will 
continue to do her utmost to aid the cause of 
the United Nations. Bolivia, as one of “hose 
United Nations, is officially at war with Ger- 
many. 

It is, however, the tin supply which is most 
vital to the success of the war, of all Bolivian 
contributions. Since Japanese cdénquests cut 
us, and Britain, from Far Eastern supplies of 
tin, both we and Great Britain, have depended 


upon Bolivia, chiefly, for supplies of new tin. 


Tin is one of the most important war metals. 
It is essential that the flow of tin from Bolivia 
be maintained. Whoever is in the saddle in that 
country will be wise to protect the production 
and shipment of tin, not only for the sake of 
the Allied cause, but for the sake of Bolivia's 
future relations with this country. 


Pay Raise Plan 

The public will approve the program of 
automatic salary increases, already in effect 
ir. the school, fire and police departments, 
which is expected to go into effect for 1,400 
city employes on January 1, having already 
passed council, 

This is another of the measures long advo- 
cated by the Atlanta League of Women Voters. 
It sets up minimum and maximum salary 
ranges for city employes and provides that 
after a period of five years’ service, they shall 
réach the maximum, 

The bill will outlaw the semi-annual salary 
grabbing. It also will make it impossible for 
council to increase salaries they know cannot 
be increased and leave it to the mayor to take 
the political consequences of vetoing the Dill. 
It is a very real contribution to good govern- 
ment and council and mayor are to be con- 
gratulated for bringing it about.

Governor Dewey, for all his de- 
mufreness up to now, is a strong 
candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination, and he knows better than 
most the details of Lepke’s crim- 
inal career in the course of which 
he controlled Cutters Local No. 4 
of Sidney Hillman’s Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers. One of his as- 
sociates in this control was Mur- 
ray Weinstein, a vice president of 
the Amalgamated and a member 
of its executive board and a close 
associate of Mr. Hillman, who, in 
turn, enjoys the warm friendship 
of President Roosevelt. All con- 
cerned in the case, except the pro- 
fessional underworld gangsters, 
are ambitious and aggressive polli- 
ticians in the so-called American 
Labor Party, which is a New Deal 
subsidiary. Hillman, in fact, re- 
cently had the effrontery to sug- 
gest that all unions in the state 
of New York affiliate with the 
party and that all members of 
the unions be compelled to pay a 
tax to the party for its political 
purposes, which would be a paral- 
lel to Benito Mussolini’s method 
of shaking down the Italian work- 
ers to support his Fascist organ- 
ization. Under the law and the 
New Deal labor policy this would 
be quite all right.

Lepke supported the faction which 
gained control, which was Wein- 
Sstein’s faction. However, the 


| court does say that “Paul Berger, 


the finger man in the Rosen mur- 
der” and one Danny Fields were 
intermediaries between Lepke and 
Hillman’s Amalgamated and that 
Berger also acted as a go-between 
for Weinstein and Lepke. This 
plan for the use of intermediaries 
was made at a meeting “arranged 
by a general organizer for Anfal- 
gamated,” which is not any little 
local body, but Mr. Hillman’s big 
national organization.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 


EXAMPLE OF PROGRESS WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Noth- 
ing better illustrates the great 


progress we have made since Pearl Harbor than recent dispatches 

from the Pacific which tend to show that land-based Japanese air- 
craft are now proving no match for our carrier- 
based planes. 

It is possible to cite a number of incidents 
to make the point clear, but one should suffice. 

On December 4 a big American naval task 
force, speerheaded by a formidable group of car- 
riers, smashed into the Jap-held Marshall! Islands 
directly north of the Gilberts and sank six Japa- 
nese ships, including two cruisers, damaged four 
others, shot down 72 enemy planes and de 
Stroyed perhaps as many as 30 more on the 
ground—all at a cost to us of fewer than ten air- 
craft lost and one carrier superficially damaged. 

Here was a clear-cut test between land-based 
and carrier-based planes. 

From stationary ground bases the Japanese 
rose swiftly and in great numbers to meet what 
had been thrown against them from our movin 
ships. They were overwhelmingly defeated, fail- 

ing to inflict major damage on even one of our vessels riding off- 
shore and losing more than seven aircraft for every one of ours 
shot down. 

No plainer evidence could be wanted of the marked superiority 
of American pilots, American planes and American naval-air tactics. 

This sort of victory is becoming increasingly common in the 
Pacific. It is a striking indication that, despite-a great deal of ex- 
cited and opinionated theorizing to the contrary, seapower is not 
necessarily at such a terrible disadvantage when it moves against 
hostile shores. 

After the bitter experience suffered by the British at Singapore, 
when two of their prime battleships, the Repulse and the Prince of 
Wales, were caught offshore and sunk within a few minutes by an 
attack from land-based Jap planes, there has been a disposition in 
some quarters to accept it more or less as dogma that anything 
flying from a ship is sadly inferior to land-based aircraft. 

Some of our best known air critics even argued that it was 
senseless to keep on building a lot of ‘vulnerable” carriers. They 
wanted our military leaders to put the emphasis on long-range land- 
based aircraft. 

In the light of recent Pacific events, this dogma now seems 
entirely untefable, The need arises for its revision from beginning 
to end. 


CHANGE OF CONCEPT What has happened, -of course, is 
that the Navy, since the British dis- 


aster at Singapore, has completely overhauled its concept of aerial 
warfare, both defensively and offensively. 

The first thing we learned after Pearl Harbor was that all of 
our battleships were greatly undermanned as to antiaircraft weap- 
ons. The sinking @f the Repulse and the Prince of Wales was a 
shocking eye opener to us. We realized that our ships were ill pre- 
pared to defend themselves from concerted attacks by land-based 
planes—or even carrier-based planes, for that matter. 

As a consequence, we called all of our ships in and proceeded 
to re-equip them with more powerful and a greater number of 
antiaircraft guns, Our vessels were literally plastered with the 
new weapons. 

What they are capable of in the way of air defense was shown 
convincingly enough in the experience of the battleship X, one of 
the latest of our big dreadnaughts, which, months ago, fought its 
way through a swarm of Jap planes and lived to tell the tale. That 
was a case of Singapore in reverse. 

Now we evidently feel that our ships have been given sufficient 
defensive protection to warrant sending them within sight of islands 
where land-based Jap planes are known to be stationed in: large 
numbers. And the Japs haven’t been able to do anything about it. 

We move right in on them with our carriers and meet anything 
they are able to send up in opposition. 


MERELY A PRELUDE Ali of this Is a prelude to things te 


come. Without ample air cover it 
would be impossible for us to make the frontal attack on Japan 
which ultimately will be necessary to Knock her out of the war. 
Our Navy men have realized this from the beginning and have 
directed their efforts accordingly. 

Recent events in the Pacific, of which the December 4 action is 
but one, show how far we have succeeded. The time must be ap- 
proaching when we will feel strong enough to move back into the 
Philippines. That will be the beginning of the end for Japan. 

How many carriers we‘have built since Pearl Harbor is a secret 
that the Navy does not care to reveal. The number, however, is 
known to be enormous. We have made them out of everything 
from Liberty ship hulls to converted cruisers, in addition to the 
regular carrier construction program that was greatly expanded 
after Pearl Harbor. 

There should no longer be the slightest question about the 
superiority of our carrier strength over the Japs. And, since it is 
now being adequately shown that our war vessels are able to de 
fend themselves against land-based planes, the time should not be 
far distant when our naval task forces, complemented by all neces- 
sary carriers, will be able to stick their noses right into some of 
the strongest Japanese bases and force the enemy fleet out for a 


show-down fight.
